A H o g I u rn 


A strange story of “a marvelous burial," 
etc., is told by the Hamilton, Out., Spectator. 
A bog was buried in ice for six weeks and was 
then taken oat alive! 
The story is made suf­ 
ficiently strong by the concluding portion of 
it as follows: 
A great portion of his hair and bristles had 
dropped out and formed a thin bedding among 
the sands, and the animal himself was liter­ 
ally nothing but skin and bone, and was too 
weak to move from his position. 
He was 
palled out, however, but was unable to stand 
upon his four feet. 
On inspecting the cave 
the sand under was feuud to have been loos­ 
ened for a depth of two feet and a half, and 
aud burrow-boles bad been dug along the 
surface some three or four feet in several 
places on each side I 
It appeared that pare 
air and the motion induced by being dragged 
out of his six weeks* homo had a fatal eflect 
upon him, for he died in less than nine hours 
after having been taken out. Exclusive of the 
burrow-holes, the cavity was but seven feet in 
diameter; aud how be got sufficient air to 
sustain life, er how be obtained enough food 
to keep him iu existence, is a mystery indeed. 
A certain amount of pure air would percolate 
through the ice bark, which would be to some 
extent porous, and a certain amount from the 
water through the saud below. 
As for food, 
it is possible that it survived on dead fish 
and other stud which it obtained by burrow­ 
ing. 
This is the only apparent explanation of 
the wonderful mystery ot how it kept alive, 
aud the general supposition is that it was in 
bunting along here after dead fish that it fell 
iuto the hole, by stepping, no doubt, upon a 
thin shell of ice which concealed it. 
Once in 
the prison it could not escape, as its waits 
arched over bim; inclining, rather, towards a 
point al the top. 
The re-covering of the bole 
was produced, of course, by a storm. 
One 
rallier singular aud unaccountable fact in 
connect ion with the strange matter war that 
tho sides of the upper portions of the cave 
Wire turned to a yellow color, and this cpior 
was distinctly noticeable to the depth of nearly 
three inches in tho ice. 


T i m b e r T h a t l l wa S to o d to r f o u r 
T h t u i a u d Y e a r s . 


Probably the oldest timber la the world 
which has been subjected to the use of man is 
that which is found in the ancient temples of 
Egypt. 
It is found in connection with stone­ 
work which Is known to be st least 4,000 years 
old. 
This wood, and the oily wood used in 
the construction of the temple, is used lo the 
form of ties, bolding the 
end of foe stone to 
another in its upper surface. 
When two 
blocks were laid in place, then it appears that 
an excavation abont an inch deep was made 
in each block, iuto which an hour-glass-shaped 
tie was driven. 
It is, therefore, very difficult 
to force any stone from its position. 
The ties 
appear to have been the tamarisk or sbitlim 
wood, of which the ark was constructed, a 
sacred tree in ancient Egypt, and now very 
rarely found in the Valley of the Nile. 
Those 
dovetailed ties are just as sound now its on 
the day of their insertion. 
Although fuel is 
extremely scarce in the country, these bits of 
wood are not large enough to make it an ob­ 
ject with the Arabs to heave of! layer after 
layer of heavy stone for so small a prize.— 
Had they been of bronze, half of (be old tem­ 
plet would have been destroyed years ago, so 
precious would they lave been for various 
purposes.

A H o c Y a rn . 
A strange story of “a marvelous burial,” 
etc., is told by the Hamilton, Ont., Spectator. 
A hog was buried in ice for six weeks and was 
then taken out alive! 
The story is made suf­ 
ficiently strong by the concluding portion of 
it as follows: 
A great portion of his hair and bristles had 
dropped out and formed a thin bedding among 
the sands, and the animal himself was liter­ 
ally nothing but skin and bone, and was too 
weak to move from his position. 
He wa3 
pulled out, however, but was unable to stand 
upon his four feet. 
On inspecting the cave 
the sand under was found to have been loos­ 
ened for a depth of two feet and a half, and 
aud burrow-holes bad been dug along the 
surface some three or four feet in several 
places on each side I 
It appeared that pure 
air and the motion induced by being dragged 
out of his six weeks’ home had a fatal efiect 
upon him, for he died in less than nine hours 
after having been taken out. Exclusive of the 
burrow-holes, the cavity was but seven feet iu 
diameter; and how he got sufficient air to 
sustain life, ©r how he obtained enough food 
to keep him iu existence, is a mystery indeed. 
A certain amount of pure air would percolate 
through the ice bark, which would be to some 
extent porous, and a certain amount from the 
water through the sand below. 
As for food, 
it is possible that it survived on dead fish 
aud other stud which it obtained by burrow­ 
ing. 
This is the only apparent explanation of 
the wonderful mystery ot how it kept alive, 
and the general supposition is that it was in 
hunting along here after dead fish that it fell 
into the hole, by stepping, no doubt, upon a 
thin shell of ice which concealed it. 
Once in 
the prison it could not escape, as its walls 
arched over him; inclining, rather, towards a 
point at the top. 
The re-covering of the hole 
was produced, of course, by a storm. 
One 
rather singular and unaccountable fact in 
connection with the strange matter was that 
tho sides of the upper portions of the cave 
were turned to a yellow color, and this color 
was distinctly noticeable to the depth of nearly 
three inches in tho ice. 


T im b e r T h a t H a s S tood fo r F o u r 
T h o u ta n d Y ears. 
Probably the oldest timber in the world 
which has been subjected to the use of man is 
that which is found in the ancient temples of 
Egypt.. 
It is fonnd in connection with stone­ 
work which is known to be at least 4,000 years 
old. 
This wood, and the o£ly wood used in 
the construction of tbe temple, is used in the 
form of ties, holding the 
end of fne stone to 
another in its npper surface. 
When two 
blocks were laid in place, then it appears that 
an excavation about an inch deep was made 
in each block, into which an hour-glass-shaped 
tie was driven. 
It is, therefore, very difficult 
to force any stone from its position. 
The ties 
appear to have been the tamarisk or sbittim 
wood, of which the ark was constructed, a 
sacred tree in ancient Egypt, and now very 
rarely found in the Valley of the Nile. 
Those 
dovetailed ties are just as sound now as on 
the day of their insertion. 
Although fuel is 
extremely scarce in the country, these bits of 
wood are not large enough to make it an ob­ 
ject with the Arabs to heave oil layer after 
layer of heavy stone for so s'mall a prize.— 
Had they been of bronze, half of the old tem 
pies would have beeu destroyed years ago, so 
precious would they have been for various 
purposes.

the city. 
It is a m atter of grave regret that in our 
own city tljere is only one place, outside 
of drinking saloons, where a pleasant room 
is provided where gentlemen can thus pass 
the evening and find reading matter or any- 
thing to entertain or interest them. 
We 
should earnestly set ourselves to work in this 
city to provide Holly-Tree inns well provided 
with everything that will attract young and 
old men from grog shops. 


M r . H o n g h t o n ’i G r e a O G r n u d f a t t i e r . 
A proposition was Included in the supply 
bill at Albany to appropriate $50,000 for the 
erection of a monument upon the battle­ 
ground of Saratoga. Mr. Miller, of Herkimer, 
moved to strike out the clause referring to the 
matter; whereupon the pent-up patriotism of 
several eloquent gentlemen wa9 uncorked up­ 
on the Assembly. 
From the plains of Lex­ 
ington to those of Yorktown the annals of the 
Revolution 
were 
brilliantly overrun; the 
speakers showing an acquaintance with the 


hlitory of thdr native l»nd which was as 
creditable to tbelr heads as tbe indignant 
production of it on this occasion was to their 
hearts. 
When there came a lull la the temp­ 
est of speech, Mr. Miller arose under pressure 
of an original idea—an idea, the bare state­ 
ment of which will commend it to all true 
Americans. 
He said that monuments built 
to commemorate great battles should stand 
where they would be seen by the greatest 
number of people; 
not necessarily on the 
ground ol the conflict, which is often obscure 
and therefore seldom visited. 
Mr. Millers 
view is so clearly the right one, we wonder it 
has Dot been conceived before. 
As to monu­ 
ments erected to the fame of Individuals 
merely, it has indeed been followed blindly as 
a sort of Instinct, but never explained as it 
ousht 
to 
have 
been.

actually placed 
near

where 
his body lies or 
not, 
it 
is 
still 
a 
comfort to know that a bronje image supposed 
to represent him stands in Union Square, New 
York, where it can be admired by thousands 
of people every day. 
But on account of their 
cheapness such statues may be multiplied all 
over the country; with battle monuments the 
case is different; therefore, so far as the 
United States are concerned with Mr. Miller’s 
principle, it follows that all the battle monu­ 
ments of our nation should be erected in Union 
Square or in N issan street, where, unques­ 
tionably, they would do the mo3t good. 
Or if 
they could he built on platform cars especially 
adapted to uphold them, and compromised to 
suit the gauges of the largest number of our 
principal lines, tbe arrangement would be 
better still. 
In this way in time the whole 
people would be able to see them ; for, under 
an intelligent and efficient Monumental Rail­ 
way Management, hundreds of them could be 
kept in constant circulation. 
They would tag 
mournfully along in the rear of freight trains 
and afford a suggestive spectacle to the pas­ 
sengers of the lightning express as it rushed 
toward an open draw-bridge. 
But we are 
wandering fearfully from what we set out to 
say. 
A strong point, a point iu fact which 
seldom fails to pierce the taxpaying imagina­ 
tion, was made against the mouumeut propo­ 
sition by Mr. Waehner of New York, who told 
the patriots plumply that the state couldn’t 
aflord to consider the subject in the present 
condition of its treasury. 
Roused at opposi­ 
tion grounded npon motivos so sordid and 
moan, Mr. Houghton wanted to know whether 
Mr. Waehner’s great-grandfather wasn’t a 
Hessian. 
Waehner eyed his inquisitor with 
undisguised contempt and thanked him in 
tones of withering sarcasm for admitting the 
possibility of his (Waehner’s) ever having had 
a great-grandfather at all, and intimated a 
doubt whether Houghtou was possessed of 
such an ancestor. 
The dramatic power of this 
thrilling scene is said to have “ beggared des­ 
cription.” Our state ought to be proud of two 
Assemblymen who have the soul to forget for 
a moment what they can make out of rapid 
transit companies, to couteud, like the tourney 
knights of old, for the honor and fame of their 
almost mythical progenitors.

A 8 «TILL 91ILK FACTORY. 


W hat B rooklyn and New York la 
Poisoned W ith. 
New Y o r k, April 1.—Tho Brooklyn Eagle 
has discovered the existence, just beyond the 
limits of that city, in stables tilled with filth 
and dirt, packed together in the closest possi­ 
ble space and in all conditions of disease, of 
800 cows, feed upon hot swill from an ad­ 
joining distillery. 
Some are toothless, others 
blear-eyed, others have festering sores upon 
their legs and udders, and some are so bloat­ 
ed with dropsy that they have tQ be propped 
up 
to 
be 
prevented 
from 
falling 
down, 
never 
to 
rise 
again. 
Oth­ 
ers are so cadaverous from disease that their 
bones protrude from the flesh. 
All have ab­ 
breviated tails, incised as an inoculation pro­ 
cess to modify the acuteness and intensity o 
the disease, which results from the imbiba- 
tiou of swill. 
In the stables there was no 
ventilation except the air that struggled 
through the doors. 
No light was visible be­ 
tween the boards. 
The ceilings were low and 
the cows stood knee deep in mud and filth, 
which abounded on every side. 
The Eagle publishes the names of somo 
twenty dealers who peddle swill milk to the 
amount of 12,000 quarts daily as Orange coun­ 
ty, pure1 Putnam county and Long Islaud 
milk, to retail dealers aud citizens of the two 
cities. 
The number of swine luxuriating on 
tlie nourishment obtained from the distillery 
could not be ascertained. 
Their pens fringed 
all sides of the building und gave evidence 
that tlie citizens obtained mucli of their corn- 
fed pork from this locality.

It 
was stated that half the village was burning, 
and the message implored the Mayor “ for 
God's sake send U3 help.” 
Mayor Lindsley at 
once ordered Lindsley Steamer and Rapid 
Hose, with a supply of coal for the engine, to 
be taken to the 
Wallkill 
Valley 
depot 
and 
sent 
by 
rail 
if 
possible 
to 
Rosendale. 
Superintendent 
Jones 
pro­ 
vided a special train aud tho fire appara­ 
tus was forwarded as requested, Assistant 
Chief Engineer Canfield aud a delegat ion of 
L indley’* and Rapid’s mea accompanying it. 
Below we givo Hie particulars of the Ore, as 
received by telegraph from station agent De 
Grot! at half-past one o'clock this morning: 


Rosendale, April 2 -1 :3 0 a. m. 
The fire broke out in the garret of Signors 
hotel, cause unknown. 
Adjoining the hotel 
on the east is the residence of Father Brady, 
which was saved. 
Signor’s hotel was soon in 
ruins, together with a large barn adjoining. 
The street Is full of furniture taken from tho 
hotel, while large quantities were thrown into 
the canal. 
The flames next spread to the 
building owned by James Lee on tho west, 
which 
was occupied 
by 
Gilbert 
Craig 
as 
a 
grocery store 
and 
ll. Schrowang 
as a saloon 
urn! 
four 
or Avo 
tenants. 
Craig has an insurance of $500 on stock and 
has saved some of tho stock and furniture.— 
Tho next building burned was owned by Mrs. 
McGrady and occupied by herself as a saloon 
and residence and Stephen Hyatt, cigar man­ 
ufacturer, and Frank F. Fowler as a residence. 
Next were two stables owned by Mrs. McGra­ 
dy and Phil O’Reilly, and tho last building 
destroyed was occupied by Phil O’Reilly as a 
saloon and residence. 
All of the above seven 
buildings were totally destroyed with the con­ 
tents, except such as they could carry out. 
Th* Lindsley Steamer and Rapid Hose boys 
got bere about ll :10 o'clock and although too 
lute to be of any use In checking tho flames 
they went to work, playing on tho ruin*. Sup­ 
erintendent Jones ordered a special I rain to 
carry the engine and hose company oui. 
The 
train has returned lo Kingston and the en­ 
gine will return In the morning. 


E X C IS E VIOLATIONS IY MVlrtGNTON 
COUNTY. 


Severe P u n i s h m e n t Y c lv it O u t —T w e n ­ 
ty S uloon 
Keeper* K e n ir iu rd 
to 
T h re e .'RoutIi*' I m p r i s o n m e n t in 
th e C o u n ty J a i l a n d One H u n ­ 
d red D o llar* Fine. 
The courts are handling saloon keepers 
rather roughly in Livingston county. 
In 
Nunda they accept the law restricting the 
sale of intoxicating liquors for all it is worth, 
as will be seen from the following which we 
clip from the Livingston (Nunda) Democrat of 
last week: 
“ The last Grand Jury of this county made 
sad havoc among the violators of the excise 
law, and found indictments against some 
tweoty different saloon venders of lager and 
sneaking peddlers of rot-gut whisky and gin; 
the gentlemanly (?) proprietors of ouc or two 
gambling bellj weroalso brought up standing, 
but they little realized their perilous |K>silion, 
and looked for mild justice at th* hands of a 
lenient judge. 
Owing to the absence on ac­ 
count of sickness of our own inflexible, up­ 
right judge, Uou. S. D. Faulkner, Judge By­ 
ron Healy of Wyoming county presided at the 
late term of our court, and won golden opin­ 
ions from all who attended and were witnesses 
to the (lignified, impartial and utile manner in 
which he conducted the proceedings. 
BJ a recent decision of tho General Term it 
was held that in cases of the violation of the 
excise law the Judge had no discretionary 
power, but must impose the full penalty of the 
law. 
Aeliug under this decision,Judgo Healy 
had but one alternative aud accordingly sen­ 
tenced those indicted to imprisonment in the 
county jail for three months and to pay a fine 
of $100 each. 
The sentence, which al first 
seems severe to casual observers, is, neverthe­ 
less, but mild justice when compared with the 
misery, distress and crime tho violation of this 
law has inflicted upon thousands of our coun­ 
trymen. 
Had the courts long ago interpreted 
the duty of the Judge in passing upon til is 
class of cases, and had the full penalty of the 
law been inflicted years since, we would not 
t)-duy be reading o f ’tho ‘ woman’s move- 
rn 'lit,’ or any other species of fanaticism that 
has been {adopted under difiercnt guises for 
the suppression of Intemperance. 
The simple 
en)or cement o f the law, as expressed in Judge 
Mealy'* sentence, is the most effective and 
practical method of dealing with the temper­ 
ance question.”

A rs e n a l—E x p e rim e n ts W ith th e 
G a tlin g G un• 
The board of.caralry officers how in session 
at the Watervliet arsenal have been consider 
ins, among other (Lings, tho best mode of car­ 
rying the celebrated Gatling gun for fielJ-eav- 
aJry service. 
There were two plans proposed 
—one to mount tile gun on a light carriage, 
and the other to have it carried on an army 
pack-saddle on the back of a mule. Although 
tile board have no! yet made any report, nor 
rendered a decision, it is generaliy conceded 
that Hie light gun carriage would bo most ser­ 
viceable, and the probabilities are that the re­ 
port will be to that effect. 
The gun at Hie 
arsenal was sent from Ute Springfield armory. 
Although small, a* compared with other liuld- 
piccea, it looks aa if it <p»ld do all that is 
claimed for it—“ kill fifty men a minute." 
It 
is composed of ten gun-barrels joined together 
and presenting Hie appearance at Hie muzzle 
of a small mitrailleuse, whicli it really is. The 
barrels are operated by a crank which causes 
them to revolve about a central axis parallel 
to their bores; as each barrel comes opposite 
a certain point u self-primed uiuUl-cu3od cart­ 
ridge, falling from a hopper, ie pushed into 
tho breech by a plunger, when it is exploded 
by the firing pin. 
The machinery is simple, 
and not liable to get out of repair, and the 
gun can fire three hundred shots a minute 
with great rango aud precision. 
There arc 
two calibres of those used iu the United States 
sendee, inch and inch a half bores, 
H ie 
weight of the gun is one thousand pounds,and 
as this is great compared to the charge fired, 
there is little or*»o recoil. 
It is an admirable 
arm of defence against night attacks, and can 
be adjusted by an antomatic contrivance to 
sweep roadways, flanks of fortifications, Ac. 
It is now in general use in the United States 
army for the defence of military posts on the 
frontier. 
The gun lias also been adopted by 
England, Russia, Austria, Turkey and Egypt. 
The cavalry board have also under consider­ 
ation all kinds of cavalry equipments,saddles, 
bridles, lariats, Ac., for frontier cavalry ser­ 
vice.—7Coy Times.

Presently, however, ibis was as­ 
certained to be the fact, as telegrams were 
received by Mayor Lindsley and Chief Engi­ 
neer Weber from W. L. De Groff, the Wallkill 
Valley station agent at that place, on behalf 
of the inhabitants, asking for assistance.

was stated that half the village was burning, 
and the message implored the Mayor “ for 
God’s sake send us help.” 
Mayor Lindsley at 
once ordered Lindsley Steamer and Rapid 
Hose, with a supply of coal for the engine, to 
be taken to the 
Wallkill 
Valley 
depot 
and 
sent 
by 
rail 
if 
possiblo 
to 
Rosendale. 
Superintondent 
Jones 
pro­ 
vided a special train aud the fire appara­ 
tus was forwarded as requested, Assistant 
Chief Engineer Canfield and a delegat ion of 
Lindsley’s and Rapid’s m.ea accompanying it. 
Below we give the particulars of the fire, as 
received by telegraph from station agent De 
Groil at half-past one o'clock this morning: 
Rosbndale, April ‘2- 1:30 a. m. 
The Uro broke out iu the garret of Signor's 
hotel, cause unknown. 
Adjoining the hotel 
on the east is the residence of Father Brady, 
which was saved. 
Signor’s hotel was soon in 
ruins, together with a large barn adjoinin 
The street is full of furniture taken from tho 
hotel, while large quantities were thrown into 
the canal. 
The flames next spread to the 
building owned by James Lee ’on tho west, 
which 
was occupied 
by 
Gilbert 
Craig 
as 
a 
grocery store 
and 
II. Schrowan 
as a saloon 
and 
four 
or five tenants. 
Craig has an insurance of $500 on stock aud 
has saved some of the stock and furniture.— 
Tho next building burned was owned by Mrs. 
McGrady and occupied by herself as a saloon 
and residence and Stephen Hyatt, cigar man­ 
ufacturer, and Frank F. Fowler as a residence, 
Next were two stables owned by Mrs. McGra­ 
dy and Phil O'Reilly, and the last buildin 
destroyed was occupied by Phil O’Reilly as a 
saloon and residence. 
All of the above seven 
buildings were totally destroyed with the con 
tents, except such as they could carry out. 
The Lindsley Steamer and Rapid Ilose boys 
got here about 11:10 o’clock and although too 
late to be of any use in checking the flames 
they went to work, playing on the ruins. Sup­ 
erintendent Jones ordered a special train to 
carry the engine and hose company out. 
The 
train has returned to Kingston and the en­ 
gine will return in the morning.

but they little realized their perilous position, 
and looked for mild justice at the hands of a 
lenient judge.

By a recent decision of the General Term it 
was held that in cases of the violation of the 
excise law the Judge had no discretionary 
power, but m ust impose ihe full penalty of the 
law. 
Acting under this decision, Judge Healy 
had but one alternative and accordingly sen­ 
tenced those indicted to imprisonment in the 
county jail for three months and to pay a fine 
of $100 each. 
The sentence, which at first 
seems severe to casual observers, i3, neverthe­ 
less, but mild justice when compared with the 
misery, distress and crime tho violation of this 
law has inflicted upon thousands of our coun­ 
trymen. 
Had tlie courts long ago interpreted 
the duty of the Judge in passing up^n tiiis 
class of cases, and had the full penalty of the 
law been inflicted years since, we would not 
t)-day be reading o f ’the ‘ woman’s move­ 
m ent,’ or any other species of fanaticism that 
has been [adopted under diflerent guises for 
the suppression of intemperance. 
The simple 
enforcement o f the law, as expressed in Judge 
Healy’s sentence, is the most eflective and 
practical method of dealing with the temper­ 
ance question.” 


T h e C avalry H oard a t tho \Y a te r r lle t 
A rsen al—E xperim ent» W ith th e 
G a tlin g G un, 
The board of cavalry officers now in session 
at tbe Watervllet arsenal have been consider­ 
ing,among othef things, the best mode of car­ 
rying ihe celebrated Gatling gun for flelJ-eav- 
alry service. 
There were two plans proposed 
one to mount the gun on a light carriage, 
aad tbe other to have it carried on an army 
pack-saddle on the back of a mule. Although 
the board hate not yet made any report, nor 
rendered a decision, it is geucraliy conceded 
that the light gun carriage would be mo3t ser­ 
viceable, and the probabilities are that the re­ 
port will be to that eflect. 
The gun at the 
arsenal was sent from the Springfield armory. 
Although small, as compared with other lield- 
picccs, it looks as if it q^uld do all that is 
claimed for it—“kill fifty men a minute.” 
It 
is composed of ten gun-barrels joined together 
and preseuting the appearance at tho muzzle 
of a small mitrailleuse, whicli it really is. The 
barrels are operated by a crank which causes 
them to revolve about a central axis parallel 
to their bores; as each barrel comes opposite 
a certain point a self-primed uietal-ca3ed cart­ 
ridge, falling from a hopper, i? pushed into 
the breech by a plunger, when it is exploded 
by the firing pin. Tbe machinery is simple, 
and not liable to get out of repair, and the 
gun can fire three hundred shots a minute 
with great range and precision. 
There are 
two calibres of those used iu the United States 
service, inch and inch a half bores. 
The 
weight of the gun is one thousand pounds,and 
as this is great compared to tlie charge fired, 
there is little or*no recoil. 
It is an admirable 
arm of defence against night attacks, and can 
be adjusted by an automatic conti ivance to 
sweep roadways, flanks of fortifications, Ac. 
It is now in general use in the United States 
army for the defence of military posts on the 
frontier. 
The gun has also been adopted by 
England, Rus3ia, Austria, Turkey and Egypt. 
The cavalry board have also under consider­ 
ation all kinds of cavalry equipments,saddles, 
bridles, lariats, Ac., for frontier cavalry ser­ 
vice.—Troy Times. 


I’esatli.er Feast «(¡tlie Passover. 
At sundown on Wednesday the Jewish com­ 
munity throughout 
the world 
began the 
Pesach, or the feast of Passover, commemo­ 
rative oí the departure of the children of 
Israel from tly: laud of Egypt. 
With the ex­ 
ception of the New Year no festival is more 
generally celebrated by the Jews than that of 
the Passover. 
Among the Orlhoqlox Jew3 
the festival continues for eight days, the first, 
and second, aud seventh and eighth days be­ 
ing deemed of special significence, almost a3 
much us the Sabbath. 
The Reform Jews 
have curtailed the festival to seven days. The 
Orthodox Jew allows no bread, or any other 
article of food which is leavened to, enter his 
house during the continnance of the festival. 
The services at the Jewish synagogues during 
the festival are of a solemn and impressive 
nature and will be duly performed and oliserv- 
in this city. 


Ms. Editor:—I wish to Inform you that tbs 
misunderstanding between myself and the 
Church did not origiuate from the Camp 
meeting.

I offered to have a Camp 
meeting for New Paltz colored people to as­ 
sist them in paying me my salary, and to pay 
for the ground of their Church. 
They refused 
to have anything to do with tbe Camp meet­ 
ing which would have been for their own ben­ 
efit. 
My reasons for not publishing the proceeds 
of the Camp meeting; I was requested by 
three of my brethren not to publish it as their 
reports were not satisfactory in relation to 
the money matters at the gate. 
Another 
fact, the Gardiner people haven’t asked for a 
report, and the Paltz people were not inter­ 
ested, only so far as paying for tbe tents, and 
making what they could out of them.
